17,038 CHICAGO VOTERS ELECT TWO SOCIALIST ALDERMEN TO FIGHT WORKERS' BATTLES IN THE NATION'S SECOND LARGEST CITY 



CHICAGO, the greatest industrial cen- 
ter in the world, will see two So- 
cialists sitting in its next city council. 
That is the big story of Tuesday's muni- 
cipal elections that ought to warm the 
blood of every enlightened worker in the 
land. It is the story that ought to bring 
cheer to the Socialists of Europe now 
struggling to escape the bloody abyss in- 
to which the system has hurled them. 

This great cosmopolitan dty of Chica- 
go, on the western shores of Lake Mich- 
igan, is divided into 35 wards. On the 
north-west side of the dty two of the 
■Mst populous of these wards are located. 
The Fifteenth Ward has a population of 
about 85,000. The Twenty-seventh ward 
is a big dty in itself with a population 
of 124,000. Together these two wards 
Bare a population almost equalling that 
of such dties as Rochester, New York; 
St Paul, Minn* and Denver, Com* while 
it surpasses that of such dties as Port- 
land, Oregon, Columbus and Toledo, O. 

That is why Chicago Socialists are 
Jubilant They feel they have carried a 
dty in itself. For years they have worked 
to perfect their organization, for years 
they have distributed literature and held 
Socialist meetings. The vote steadily 
grew. Each year saw aome^slifht gain. 



In 1912 two Socialists were sent to the 
state legislature from these wards. In 
1914 they wore re elected. 

This week, Tnisttiy, victory perched 
on the Socialist banners in the munidpal 
campaign and Wlffiaa E. Rodrigoss will

Rodriguez was shown elected on thsr 
police returns by 14 votes, getting 5,487 
votes compared to the 5,473 cast for the 
republican and 5,288 for the democrat. 
The Socialist watchers claim this lea* 
will be increased by the official count. 

Kennedy was far in the lead of the old 
party candidates in the Twenty-seventh 
ward receiving a plurality of 4,011 votes, 
getting a total of 11,551 votes compared 
to the 7,540 votes cast for the repubticsji 
and 5,368 votes given to the democrat. 
Less thaa 1,500 more votes would have 
given Kennedy a nmjority. 

In the dty elections one year ago the 
Fifteenth ward gave the Socialist candi- 
date 3,780 votes, while the Socialist can- 
didate for alderman in 1914 in the 
Twenty-seventh ward received 7,22*. 
Rodriguez and Kennedy were the candi- 
dates last year. 

Measured in another way the signifi- 
cance of this victory may be judged 
from the fact, that Meyer London .was 
elected as the Socialist congressman from 
the New York East Side last foil by pol- 
ling 5,969 votes, while his democratic 
opponent received 4,987, and the republi- 
can-progressive only 1,123. 

That is why Chicago Socialists feel 
that they made a big step forward, Tues- 



day, in fighting the system that is res- 
ponsible for the nation-wide hunger and 
unemployment that now prevails, and 
that has plunged the nations of Europe 
Into the most wanton slaughter the world 
has ever known. 

"This victory is especially gratifying 
to the Socialists of Chicago because they 
know it win be a great inspiration to the 
dass conscious workers of the nation 
struggling for greater industrial and 
political freedom that must ultimately 
result in their complete emancipation 
from the present system of wage slav- 
ery**, declares Rodriguez. 'This victory 
is the inspiration that was needed to 
start off a big and triumphant campaign 
for the national dection next year. This 
triumph is not an accident. It has come 
as the result of years of untiring work 
and ceaseless propaganda. We have won 
two wards. Next time we will capture 
more.** 

The vote of the women went both ways 
in the two victorious wards. In the 
twenty-seventh ward the Socialist can- 
didate captared most of the women's 
votes, as follows: Kennedy, 3,675; re- 
publican, 2,759, and the democrat, 1,676. 
But in the Fifteenth ward the women 
almost defeated the Socialist candidate 
shown by figures as follows: Rodriguez 
1,635: republican, 1,865, and the demo- 
crat, 1,718.

To aam op then, tha main causes 
1 of the treat European war were ar- 
tificial political boundaries, histor- 
ical gruus>C TMrmwrcla'.- rivwtey 
Imperialism and militarism. 

TURNING NOW from this analy- 
st* to aa examination of the condi- 
tions in the United States we find a 
complete absence of all factor* that 
naturally make for war. and a hap- 
py combination of conditions cal- 
culated to ensure lasting peace 

Our country Is so vast in territory, 
an varied and abundant in natural 
wealth and resources, that we are 
as a aatloa economically self-suffi- 
cient If we were to-dar cat off 
from the world market; if we could 
i i A Import or export a dollar's worth 
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of goods, our population could still 
live in comfort and abundance. But 
there is no need tor abandoning our 
foreign trade. No country will make 
war on us Just because we sell to it 
our wheat or corn or buy from it Its 
cloth or dye stuffs. We need no 
seaports for our trade that we do not 
have, for we own the solid coast- 
lines on both sides of our continent. 
We are not hampered by vexatious 
boundaries and custom duties in 
moving our goods from inland points 
to harbors, for we own every Inch 
of the solid territory between tho 
two oceans, from the Canadian to 
the Mexican border. 

Europe would fear no wars If her 
countries were united in one organic 
federation of states. In the rnltod 
Slates we have actually accomplish- 
ed what to Europe is still an irides- 
cent dream of the remote future — 
we have established a thoroughly 
harmonious and indissoluble federa- 
tion of states. 

We need no colonies. We can 
easily dispense with those we al- 
ready have. Oar acqalsltlaa af the 
PhllUplaes, Parte Rice aad Hawaii, 
was a mast senseless political ad- 
veatare. Sot a msa, womaa ar child 
la the Ualted States has ever bear- 
flted ta the exteat af a copper from 
our **posse*sloas", aad the aaly par- 
pose they have ever served has been 
to lacrease oar taxes, give eecupa- 
twa ta ear army, aad famish a text 
for oar militarist propagandist. 

We have no national grudge* to 
settle, and we have no neighbors 
who may Involve us In wsr. To tha 
North of us there is only Canada^- 
to the South of us there Is only 
Mexico, to the East there is Europe 
— three thousand miles away, ami 
to the West Is Asia — five thousand 
miles sway. We need not apprehend 
war with Canada.. We have never 
had war with her and there Is not 
one reason why we ever should. 
We have always lived In peace and 
amity with our northern neighbor 
although we do not have a slnplf 
fort In our 3on0-mile boundary line-

DANt.KH OF INVASION. ! 

REMAINS THE question whether 
we are «>r ever can be in danger of 
Invasion by a great non-American 
power. I nv.tnu.ln that to any mind 
rot cloi'i>?d by hysteria such a 
•.langer or.n only appear in the nature 
of a hupe iol:e. There are two good 
reasons w l;y no European or Asiatic 
power will c-v.t attempt an invasion 
of the I'nlted States: first, they can- 
not do it. and second, they would 
rraln nothing by it if they could. 
Let us assume, for the purpose of 
illustration, (hat Germany decides 
to make war on us. I take Germany . 
because Just now she Is the black , 
sheep among nations and considered 
capable of almost ..nytliing. 

To was«* huccessful war on our 
territory she would first have to 
:hlp her army across the Atlantic 
ocean ; build and equip from a thous- 
and to two thousand transports to 
carry a million soldiers with sup- 
plies, arms and ammunition to last 
for many months. The prepara- 
tions for fU"h an expedition would 
probably take about twenty-five 
years aad cost a few billion dollars, 
but why «on^:der such trifles. liet 
us assume the fleet has arrived and 
landed without resistance. Germa- 
ny now proceeds to "occupy" us. 
Her armies take possession of our 
civil government, displace President 
Wilson and his cabinet In Wash- 
ington. All governors of our forty- 
eight states, all mayors and other 
officials, some hundred thousands 
In number, are snpplsnted by Ger- 
man military officers. 

To support a hostile military oc- 
cupation in a country as large and 
populous as the l nited Ststes Ger- 
many would have to keep her entire 
srmy here, leaving her own country 
undefended. And then? And then 
we might turn to the victorious Ksi- 
ser and blandly ask him: "Well. 
Kaiser, now that you have got u*. 
what are you going to do with us?" 
And It would be a most perplexing 
question. What could the Kaiser 
do with us? Take our wealth? 
There is not enough loose loot In 
the whole of the I'nlted States to 
pay for the building of fifty* trans- 
ports.

THE TROI HI.E with our apo>tle« 
of militarism Is that tbey still tklak 
In the term* of the early middle 
aces, whea nation* were wandering 
across the scantily lahablted globe 
in nomadic hordes seeking settle- 
ment*, or making war oa each other 
for pillage or booty. They da net , 
realize that great clrTftied aatloas : 
of modern times canaot he eon- 1 
filtered, destroyed or subjugated, 
particularly a nation so situated as 
the l nited States. 

But Mr. Gardner has reminded ' 
the American people of our Monroe 
doctrine and our Asiatic exclusion 
laws. He sees visions of attscks on ' 
both, and heroically maintains that 
he would not leave the derisions of 
such vital questions to t" e "machin- 
ations of an International court." 
1 admit that an International court 
of Justice or arbitration may he fal- . 
llble. But what does my opponent 
offer by way of subntltute as a more 
reliable instrument of social Justice 
— the decision of weapons, the ar- , 
bltrament of brute force? If that 
position Is sound, let us speedily, 
disband all courts of justice in the 
United State* and re-lntroduoe the 
methods of single combat and tribal 
feuds for the adjustment of our dis- 
putes. 

The gospel of our awakening mili- 
tary "patriotism" would be amusing, 
If it were not so serious and dan- 
gerous. The appeal to national van- 
ity and aggressive combat i venous, 
the appeal to tho animal instincts 
in men Is always dangerous, hut It 
Is particularly so In these times of 
universal war-madness. The pro- 
paganda for Increased armament* at 
this time Is pregnant with the grav- 
est menace to the well being and 
security of the nation, particularly 
because it i* likely to be promoted 
and Intensified by sordid economic) 
Interests.

It there to any body of persons on earth who should stand for peace, 
from the sentimental staadpotet it la women. When a targe, and see- 
posedly enlightened groap of thee* refuse, we cannot expect that any 
great numbers of men wfU fellow the peace flag, especially under the praa- 
sare of powerful Interest s to do otherwise. 

It to the economic pleasure, then, which la the adentlflc process be- 
hind the present system, which must he dealt with In settling the war 
problem. la other words, war la a natural, possibly an unavoidable, re- 
sult of the capitalist system. The heat propaganda against war is the 
socialising of the Industrial pr ocesssa. 

To carry on aa educational campaign for world peace, we must carry 
oa an educational campaign for the national and International solidarity 
of the producing class. 

This does not mean that wa may not work with peace societies; hat It 
does mean that, la such work, aa In every other point of contact with pro- 
are— tv* movements, we mast push the Sodaltot progaam, which offers tha 
amly known solution for. war. 

Appeals, personal and collective, cannot he made too strongly to 
American Socialists at this time to stand by their colors, and, with de- 
termination such aa they have never known before, to spread the propa- 
ganda of Socialism.

BRITISH LABOR STRIKES BIG 
BLOW AT El'ROPEAN WAR. 

The Independent Labor party of 
Great Britain now tn national con- 
ference nt Norwich, went on record 
this week as "strongly disapproving 
the action of the Labor party la 
taking part in the recruiting cam- 
paign." A resolution adopted calls 
upon Independent Labor party mem- 
bers of Parliament to refrain from 
speaking from "platforms on which 
attempts are made to Justify this 
war and the foreign policy of the 
Liberal government which led to the 
war." 

A further resolution was adopted, 
declaring: 

"In order that peace may be Just 
and lasting, this conference demands 
that the people shall give their con- 
sent before there Is any transfer of 
territory; that tn the future no 
treaty agreement shall be entered 
into without the knowledge of the 
people and tha consent of Parlia- 
ment; and that machinery shall be 
created for the democratic control 
of our foreign policy." 

Drastic redactions of armaments 
by international agreement waa de- 
manded, together with the national- 
isation of the manufacture. of arm- 
aments. 

Finally It was voted: 'That the 
British forelga policy be directed la 
the future toward the establishment 
of a federation of nations aad the 
setting up of aa international coun- 
cil whose decisions shall be public.'*
